8. Goodspeed, recorder of the university. It 
is as follows: 

That while it is the privilege of every member of 
the university to entertain whatsoever opinion 


any proper way and on any proper occasion, it is 
nevertheless desirable that great care should be 
taken to avoid involving the university, even by 
remote implication, in such controverted matters; 
that all actions and expressions of opinion on such 
subjects should be scrupulously dissociated from 
all university relations, so far as possible; that 
by such scrupulous regard for the good standing 
of the university in the-opinion of all classes rea! 


The congregation is the all-powerful rul- 
ing body of the university, Its deliberations 
are concerned only with the topics of the 
most vital importance to the university. It 
has demonstrated its power by forcing the 
faculty on several occasions to reconsider 
its actions." Professor T. C. Chamberlin 
and Professor J. Laurence Laughlin will 
lay -the resolution before the congregation 
as the report of their committee. 

“There is no doubt that discussions of 
public questions in the past have injured the 
university,”” Professor Chamberlin. said 
yesterday. “A debate hetween professors 
in our own institution is harmless and 
profitable, but when one of our faculty 
members the yiews of a public man 
the world is in .the habit of thinking of the 
university as standing on the same ground. 
This is an old question, but it has been given 
recent prominence by the Central Music 
Hall. anti-expansion meeting and the

Hale Laughs at ‘‘ Muzzling.”’ 

Head Professor Hale of the Latin depart-

GEN. CHARLES KING-HERE 


SAYS MORE MEN SHOULD BE SENT TO 


THE PHILIPPINES AT ONCE. 


‘Believes No More Large Battles Will Be 


Fought, but That General Otis Needs 
a Force of from 50,000 to 60,000— 


Expects Natives te Keep Up Guer- | 


rilla W the Western 
Volunteers, Dx the World 
Never Saw Better Soldiers. 


General Charlies King, who commanded 
the First Brigade, First Division, Ff irst 
Army Corps, in the Philippines, arrived in 
Chicago last night and registered at the 
Victoria Hotel. He will call on General 
T. M. Anderson this morning, and then leave 
for his home at Milwaukee.. 

“ There can be no doubt that General Otis 
will need to have his command considera- 
bly reinforced,”” he said, “if an effective 
campaign is to be waged against the insur- 
gents. He should have at least 50,000 men, 
while 60,000 would be bdetter. With this 
force he should be able, without much diffi- 
culty, to crush out anything approaching 

organized opposition. I think there is little 
doubt that if he had had 50,000 men when 


hostilities began an end would have been 
miade of the insurgents. He alsoshould have 
at least two regiments of cavalry. — 


**T do not believe there is much proba- 
bility of the insurgents attempting to en- 
gage our troops in the future in large bat- 
tles. They will not, I think, unless they 
believe they possess some decided advan- 
tage either in numbers or position. They 
thoroughly have learned the lesson of our 
superiority in open conflict, and they doubt- 


‘Jess will pursue bushwhacking tactics, in 


which they are skiliful. Their small stature 
and natural litheness admirably fit them 
for it. They can hide closer than any peo- 
ple I ever saw. They are not good marks- 
men, but they are improving. 

“T do not look to see an end to hostilities 
with the practical overthrow of the insur- 
rection, as I am of the opinion a certain 
number of them will continue to wage & 


guerrilla warfare for some time. 


“ Mabini, who is the real head of the in- 
le erlemy of Ameri- 
can control, and m persuaded he will 
continue te fight as long as he can rally any 
men to his support. 

**I stand by what I already have written— 
that in my opinion the Filipinos are capable 
of self-government. They are far more in- 
telligent than the people of this country 
imagine them tobe.

PARKS OF THE FUTURE. 
A ew-Yorker who addressed the Chi- 
cago Architectural club night before last 
suggested that thia city, or the “ Greater 
Chicago” of a few years hence, ought to 
add to its attractiveness by converting the 
Desplaines Valley into a park, and. by 
utilizing the Skokie marsh or slough for 
the same purpose. The proposition seemed 
a little wild to some of his listeners, but it 
‘is by no means absurd. It is, on the con- 
trary, a sensible suggestion, which far- 
sighted men who appreciate the future 
growth of the city ought to take up and 
begin talking about. | 
When the South and West Park schemes 
were evolved, thirty-three years ago, there 
were many Chicagoans who derided them. 
They asked: “ Why acquire two or three } 
times more ground than ever will be need- 
ed?” They wanted to know what could be 
accomplished by making parks far away 
from the people, in unsettled localities, 
which .it would take a day’s journey to 
reach. To those persons the regions in 
which the proposed parks were to be estab- . 
lished seemed as inaccessible as others 
think the Skokie marsh is now. If the 
doubters of 1866 had had their way, the 
grand West and South Side park systems 
would not exist. There would simply be 
some small parks within the old city 
The Desplaines River is not a navigable 
stream. It has no commercial value. The 
only use utilitarians can make of it is to 
convert it into a sewer. It will be much 
wiser to head off the utilitarians and save 
the stream for park purposes. There is 
some pretty scenery here and there along 
the Desplaines, and it will not be necessary 
to build a park from the ground up, as was 
the case on. the West Side, where there was 
nothing but unsightly, .barren prairie to 
These new park schemes are not for to- 
day. They will call for considerable money, 
which is not available at present, and the 
people have not been educated up to them 
yet. Naturally, the majority, seeing the 
amount of park area still unimproved, do 
not think more parks can be needed. There 
would be little need for more if the dity were 
te stop growing and expanding. But it will 
| not stop. It will grow westward and take 
in the Desplaines Valley. Therefore it is 
none too soon to begin discussing in a gen- 
eral way the subject of the futufe parks of 
te Greater Chicago.

Jones will 
be content with nothing less than a hy- 
phenated Wellington as a prefix, while 
Brown will inscribe on his cards the name 
of Plantagenet or Tudor before his own 
patronymic. This, of course, is ridiculous, 
excites nothing but contempt, and naturally 
confers no social prestige whatsoever. Un- 
der the circumstances it is to be hoped that 
the habit, of which I already see evidence 
here, will not be adopted to any extent.
